The amendments made to claim 1 , ie restricting the initiating system to the components 
explicitly mentioned by including the expression "consisting of and adding the subject 
matter of original claim 8, are considered to be satisfying the requirements of Article 
34(2)(b) PCT. 

The process is thus limited to using a radical initiator system for preparing block 
copolymers in the absence of promoters such as strong acids, which is neither known 
from nor suggested by the prior art. 

The subject matter of claims 1 - 12 of the present application therefore fulfils the 
requirements of Article 33(2) - (4) PCT.
